George King, 69 years old, an

She was weeping hys- 
terically. She was taken to City 
Hospital, examined and found to 
have been drinking but was not 
drunk, police reported. 


Meantime, police had arrested

at the scene. He said he had met 
Miss Fay in a tavern in the 600 
block of Chestnut street earlier 
and that he had let her drive his 


1948 Ford automobile. 


When Miss Fay pushed the 
starter, Young reported, the ma- 
chine moved south on Sixth street 
in low gear, suddenly went out 
of control, crossed the street and 
went on the sidewalk on the west 
side. It moved along the sidewalk 
a few feet, struck King, who was 
knocked 10 feet by the impact, 
then crossed to the east side of 
the street and collided with two 
parked automobiles. 

At this point, Young said, Mies 
Fay jumped from behind the wheel 
and disappeared, while he awaited 
arrival of police. Miss Fay later 
reported she hailed a passing taxi- 
cab and drove dway. 

Miss Fay-was held suspected of 
manslaughter, felonious wounding, 
leaving the scene of an accident, 
operating without state or city 
driver’s licenses and for the in- 
quest in King’s death.

NEW YORK, Feb. 17—Insurance 
companies and privte capitalists 
here are willing to lend up to 90 
per cent of the cost .of housing 
on slum clearance projects: in St.

Aloys P. Kaufmann said today. 

The Mayor, who is here attend- 
ing the United States Conference 
of Mayors, took time off yester- 
day to discuss with financiers 
the chances of obtaining New 
York capital for the proposed St. 
Louis project. He declined to name 
the companies or the capitalists 
ne talked with, In 1945, however, 
he discussed housing and slum 
clearance financing with repre- 
sentatives of the Prudential Life 
Insurance Co. and the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co, 

The loan offer made to Mayor 
Kaufmann yesterday, he said, was 
about 10 per cent better than the 
offers made in 1945, but, he was 
quick to add, the companies and 
the capitalists showed no eager- 
ness to enter a contract at this 
time, because of the high costs 
of building materials and labor. 


Real Estate Man Along. 

With the Mayor yesterday were 
Henry R, Weisels, a St. Louis real 
estate dealer,:and Milton M. Kin- 
sey, president of the St. Louis 
Board of Public Service.

He said 
the Senate probably would begin 
work on a new rent bill Friday. 

Senator Barkley (Dem.), Ken- 
tucky, the minority leader, mean- 
while told the Senate it would be 
better for Congress to act on a 
new law this month rather than 
vote temporary extension of pres- 
ent controls.

complete breakdown in price and 
wage structures. 

Wage and Purchasing Power.

Liability of 19 Million.

The 
$19,000,000 unfunded iability would 
represent an addition to thig bal- 
ance, but it was explained that 
the continuing growth of the fund, 
in relation to the rise in number 
of employes and in wage rates, 
was considered sufficient to offset 
any need for supplying this con- 
tingent deficiency in cash.

Payment by the company into 
the pension fund for 1946, year of 
the last published report, was 
$5,604,626. This included $5,011,- 
142 charged to operating expenses 
and $593,484 charged to the income 
account, or profits, for the whole 
Southwestern Bell System, 

Randolph made an unsuccessful 
effort to get DeWitt to agree that 
the increasing volume of employes 
tended to produce a considerable 
portion of workers who would 
leave the company before becom- 
ing eligible for pensions, The idea 
of this questioning was along the 
line of showing that payments 
into the pension fund might be 
larger than necessary. However, 
DeWitt insisted that a large pro- 
portion of employes stayed “with 
the company and that many execu- 
tives work up from the ranks. An 
employe quit@#mg before retire- 
ment age, 65, has no vested inter- 
est in the pension fund, 

There is no advantage for ex- 
ecutives over employes in the pen- 
sion system. DeWitt declared, as 
all pensions are based on set per- 
centage of earnings over the period 
of employment. There are three 
pensioners drawing more than 
$10,000 a year each now, he added, 
and he 
presidents.” 

Increased volume of telephone 
business, which he expected to last 
indefinitely, rather than the recent 
and continuing large program of 
telephone plant construction, is re- 
sponsible for the fact that the 
number of company employes 
reached a peak last year, DeWitt 
maintained.

Other Benefits. 

Besides the payments into the 
pension fund, Southwestern Bell 
provides separately for sickness, 
accident and death benofits for 
employes. Payments of this kind 
have aggregated $12,189,125 since 
1937, he stated, including about 
$3,000,000 in Missouri. For the sys- 
tem, the expenditure for 1946 was 
reported as $1,710,928. These pay- 
ments are charged to operating 
expenses. 

Southwestern Bell experienced 
losses in operations, deductible for 
federal income tax purposes, in 
Kansas and Illinois in 1947, De- 
Witt said. He thought there also 
was a loss in Arkansas, but was 
not certain. The company’s in- 
come tax returns are made on a 
system-wide basis, and in that 
way it has, of course, shown a 
taxable profit. Federal income 
taxes allocable to Missouri ex- 
penses were estimated for the last 
year at $2,072,286. 

Like many of the other items 
being challenged in Southwestern’s 
accounts, the question as to the 
pension charges is over their ap- 
plicability to the rate-making 
process, not over whether they 
actually were made or whether 
they should have been made. In 
determining fairness of rates only 
expenditures properly chargeable 
as operating expenses are consid- 
ered, 

It became * gg oo quickly aft- 
er Randolph began questioning 
De Witt yesterday that the com- 
mission counsel would challenge 
many items of expenditures. How- 
ever, in many instances De Witt 
offered explanations seeking to 
justify retention of such expendi- 
tures in the operating expense ac- 
count. As to numerous other points 
he said he was not qualified to 
answer and suggested inquiry of 
several other company officers, 

Much Shifting of Equipment. 

‘Charges for “rearrangements 
and changes,” included in the 
classification of operating ex- 
penses, drew considerable atten- 
tion from Randolph. These con- 
cern physical shifting about of 
portions of the telephone operating 
plant, They increased, in Missouri, 
from $978,781 in 1944 to $3,029,987 
last year. Randolph maintained 
that much of the expenditure for 
this purpose was abnormal be- 
cause of the heavy postwar tele- 
Phone construction program. If 
so, the abnormal portion would 
likely be subject to rejection. 

De Witt declared that only the 
smcller part of this item was due 
to construction, but he conceded 
@art also was due to the conges- 
tion of the existing plant under 
the flood of wartime and postwar 
demands for telephone service. It 
was De Witt’s contention that the 
construction program would con- 
tinue for a long time, probably 10 
years at least, and that, therefore, 
the entire cost of rearrangement 
and changes was a proper charge. 
He expressed the opinion that no 
one in the company had been able 
to foresee the large volume of de- 
mands for service. 

Other Charges Questioned. 

Other phases in which Randolph 
sought to check propriety of 
charges to operating expenses in- 
cluded allowances for training 
new operators; volume of em- 
ployes, which has grown greatly in 
recent years; wages and material 
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erty classified as not used and 
useful in the public service, hence 
not to be considered in the rate 
base. De Witt argued that the 
items making up this sum actual- 
ly should be classed as in the pub- 
lic service. One of the items was 
$154,000 for an enlarged parkin® 
space back of the telephone bujld- 
ing, St. Louis, to accommodate 
customers and company cars mak* 
ing brief stops. 

De Witt declined to agree with 
Randolph’s suggestion that the

De 
Witt suggested that some reduc- 
tion in the volume of operators’ 
salaries might result, but empha- 
sized that he had not said aggre- 
gate operating expenses would go 
down.

a vocational education school at 
the abandoned Camp Crowder 
near Neosho. 

The state has the opportunity to 
' acquire 9000 acres of land and sev- 

eral hundred buildings, with com- 
plete equipment for utility serv- 
ices, without initial cost, It is es- 
timated that nearly $500,000 would 
be required to rehabilitate the 
buildings and equipment, and that 
for the first year the cost of op- 
eration would be about $500,000. 
In the future the cost would be 
expected to be between $500,000 
end $750,000 a year. 

The matter was presented to the 
committee yesterday afternoon by 
Frank C. Mann of Springfield, a 
member of the board of curators 
of Missouri University, and Fred- 
erick A. wo gage president of 
the University. board has 
conducted a survey nar. the property 
and succeeded in having the War 
Assets Admiristration withhold 
the property from sale pending a 
decision by the Legislature as to 
whether the state desired to take 


over. 
Mann and Middiebush told the 


committee that while they be- 
lieved the state would make a 
mistake if it failed to take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to 
acquire the property, they thought 
the committee should give seri- 
ous consideration to the question 
of whether the vocation training 
program could be undertaken 
without curtailing other educa- 
tional activities. 

“This subject has been con- 
sidered at great length the 
curators,” Middlebush said, “It 
is a problem for Missouri as well 
as for every other state. 

“We have provided well for edu- 
cation through the high: schools, 
and for college education, but 
there is a gap.

This Government has repeat- 
edly announced that the United 
Nations is the foundation of 
American foreign policy. Yet 
because of the failure of the 
United States to adopt a con- 
sistent and courageous policy on 
Palestine, the United Nations is 
today faced with the gravest 
dilemma in its history. 

Save for Britain in the days of 
Baldwin it would be difficult to 
find a more sorry instance of a 
major power refusing to face 
facts. . 

Need for U.S. Leadership. 


| The decision to partition Pales- 
_tine was taken after full investi- 
| gation and debate. It was in strict 
, accordance with the provisions of 
| the United Nations Charter. The 
United States was in great part 
responsible. This country played 
'a leading role throughout the 
events that led up to that decision. 

The American Government 
failed, however, to insist that 
the United Nations must be en- 
abled to enforce its decision, and 
to protect life and property in 
Palestine until the independence

Cleavage over Course. 

It is notorious that there is a 
sharp cleavage of opinion within 
the Government, The Army and 
Navy, supported by some officials 
of the State Department and of 
other departments, insist that the 
United States must take no action 
to back up its words, They allege 


that our growing controversy with 
Russia makes it unwise for us 
further “to antagonize the Arab 
states or jeopardize this country’s 
access to Near Eastern oil. 

Such arguments are wholly un- 
convincing. The British Govern- 
ment cannot prolong its mandate 
in Palestine. Once British forces 
withdraw, war will result unless 
ge United Nations can send an in- 
térnational constabulary to Pales- 
tine. If hostilities break out, the 
Soviet Union will undoubtedly in- 
sist that its vital interests re- 
quire it to send its own forces to 
maintain order in its neighbor- 
hood, 

Should our service departments 
preyail on the Administration to 
refuse to exercise any leadership 
within the United Nations to main- 
tain peace in Palestine, they will 
pave the way for what they fear 
most, namely, the extension of 
Soviet control over the Near East. 

The arguments on oil are just 
as realistic. If a new war breaks 
out, the Near Eastern oil re- 
sources would certainly not be 
available to western Europe nor 
to the United States. Should peace 
be preserved, since the Arab gov- 
ernments depend on the royalties 
from their oil concessions, they are 
hardly likely to oppose their ex- 
ploitation, 

But we are face to face with a 
far more fundamental issue. 

Japan defied the League of Na- 
tions in 1932 and was permitted 
by the great powers to do so with 
impunity. The Italian aggression 
against Ethiopia, the civil war in 
Spain, and the rape by Hitler of 
Austria and Czechoslovakia were 
the inevitable result. 


Arab Defiance of U.N. 

The Arab states have now de- 
fied the United Nations. 

The partition of Palestine is the 
one major question on which the 
policies of the United States and 
of the Soviet Union have coin- 
cided. Yet this Government has 
so far failed to initiate any meas- 
ures within the United Nations 
to guard against the Arab aggres- 
sion which is under way, or even 
to protest against the flagrant 
violation of their Charter commit-

Dorothy Thompson in an article head- 
ed “Hypocrisy of the War Crimes 
Trials,” called the trials a farce and 
stated repeatedly that there still is 
mo law agdinst waging war and no 
definition of aggression. She forgets 
the International Military Tribunal, at 
which aggressive war was defined and 
outlawed and punishment provided for 
violators. In international law, as in 
our own Anglo-American common law. 
legal precedent set by a court is suffi- 
cient to establish a law.

Nowhere is it stated 
that armament is itself fliegal, 

She accuses the Russians of violating 
The Hague convention by retaining Ger- 
man prisoners of war, The Hague Con- 
vention provides that “after the conclu- 
sion of peace, the repatriation of prison- 
ers of war shall be carried out as quick- 
ly as possible.” No peace has been con- 
cluded; therefore it is not in violation 
of this convention for the Russians (or 
the British and French, who also atill 
have PW’'s) to retain their prisoners. 


The civil wars of Greece and ‘ndia 
are at present not UN’s concern. But 
the fact that crime still goes on in the 
world is no reason to call the war 
crimes trials a farce. We may hang a 
mourderer in New York, while at the 
same time another murder is being com- 
mitted in Texas. Is that a reason to 
forgive the criminal in New York and 
to stop prosecuting criminals? 

Nor is it relevant to claim that, for in- 
stance, Russia (a member of IMT) is it- 
self committing criminal acts. Do we 
contest the right of the police judge to 
fine us for illegal parking just because 
his own car at the same time is getting 
a parking ticket’? 

Calling the trials an application of 
post facto law is ridiculous. Has Miss 
Thompson heard of the Kellogg-Briand 
and other pacts? Legal experts have 
written volumes contradicting her.

Zero for Justice Vinson 


Is it fair to draw up a “box score” on the work 
of United States Supreme Court Justices? _ 

This question was asked a couple of months 
ago when the Post-Dispatch published a table 
showing how the nine Supreme Justices voted 
in non-unanimous decisions involving claims by 
citizens that their basic rights had been violated. 
These claims concerned such rights as freedom 
of speech, religion and press, trial rights pro- 
tected by the Constitution and so on. 

The table showed that Justice Rutledge had 
upheld the invoked right in 11 out of 12 civil 
rights cases decided in the last term by a divided 
court. Justice Murphy supported the invoked 
right in 10 of the 12 cases. At the bottom of 
the table was Chief Justice Vinson who voted 
against the claim of the citizen every time in the 
same 12 cases. 

To double-check this,,we have reviewed the 
positions of the Justices in five important civil 
rights cases decided in the present term by 

divided court. These are: The Di Re and 
Johnson cases, involving the issue of unreason- 
able search; Haley vs. Ohio, setting aside the 


conviction of a 15-year-old Negro which was. 


based on a confession obtained under duress; 
Von Moltke vs. Gillies, upholding trial rights of 
an alien woman charged with espionage and Cox 
vs. U, S., a selective service case involving min- 
isters of the Jehovah's Witnesses. 

If we merge the positions of the Justices on 
these cases with the previous table, we get the 
following composite result:

This record does. not mean, of course, that the 
claimed right was always a fair claim and that 
those Justices who voted against it always were 
wrong in doing so. . Certainly, there is room for 
difference of opinion and no one should want it 
otherwise. 

What is important is that the addition of more 
cases of this sort ohly makes it more evident 
where Chief Justice Vinson stands. In a total 
of these 17 non-unanimous civil rights cases, he 
votes against the claim of the individual citizen 
every time! 

This is not to overlook Chief Justice* Vinson 
in the unanimous orders, in the Tony Marino 
(right to counsel) and Ada Lois Sipuel (Okla- 
homa equal education) cases. 
left the Supreme Court any choice. Illinois con- 
fessed error in the Marino case. In the Univer- 
sity of Oklahoma case, the Supreme Court was 
confronted with facts which showed Oklahoma's 
non-compliance with the equal education rule of 
the 10-year-old Gaines case, which arose in 
Missouri: 

It needs to be said again that Chief Justice 
Vinson’s record in civil rights cases is disheart- 
ening—the more disheartening from one decision 
day to the next.

Only One State Inspector 

The conviction of a local baking corporation 
under the U. S. Pure Food and Drug Act shows 
to what health menaces St, Louis restaurant pa- 
trons may be exposed despite the city’s clean 
restaurant ordinance.

Such places are under the control of the state 
health division.

Equality of Phone Regulation 

Some of Southwestern Bell’s witnesses must 
have been uneasy under cross-examination be- 
fore the Missouri Public Service Commission. 

The commission's attorney, John Randolph, in- 
sisted that Missouri be given equality of treat- 
ment with other states in which the Bell System 
has asked for higher rates. Mr. Randolph de- 
amanded: 

If this company is satisfied with a 3 per 
cent return in Kansas on a depreciated 
original cost, why would it seek a 5 or 6 
per cent return on an undepreciated base 
in Missouri? 

If the reserve for depreciation—bloated out of 
all resemblance to real need—is taken out of the 
rate base in Kansas and Illinois, on both sides 
of us, why shouldn't it be taken out in Missouri? 

The depreciation reserve has been equal in 
past years to approximately a third of the total 
investment claimed by the telephone company in 
Missouri. Whether it is in or out of the rate 
base makes a tremendous difference. 

Southwestern Bell's attorney said the depre- 
clated rate base was accepted in Kansas, with 
protest reserved. If this was so in Kansas, it 
was not so in Illinois. Illinois Bell freely of- 
fered from the beginning to take the deprecia- 
tion reserve out of the rate base. 

Bell subsidiaries apparently cut the garment 
to fit the cloth. If they can show a relatively 
low rate of return after taking out deprecia- 
tion, they are willing to take it out. If elimina- 
tion of depreciation would result in a high re- 
turn, vulnerable to attack, they are anxious to 
leave # in. i : 

The rate of return, as matter of record, has 
been high in Missouri, It will still be high, we 
are persuaded, after the Public Service Commis- 
sion takes the padding out of the telephone com- 
pany’s accounts. 

Emphasis on equality of treatment was only 
one point raised in yesterday’s hearings. The 
commission indicated that there is to be a gen- 
uine probe of the flat-fee license contract by 
which Southwestern Bell annually pays to A. T. 
& T. 1% per cent of its gross operating revenue. 
The contract to purchase equipment exclusively 
from Western Electric, a sister A. T. & T. sub- 
sidiary, also will get attention. So will the 
revenue to be earned by some 40,000 new tele- 
phones to be installed in the coming year.

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Challenge to Missouri’s Mussolini 


Gov. Donnelly asked for it and now he is go- ° 


ing to have to defend his Mussolini-Hke action 
in firing the members of the State Board of 
Training Schools, He fired them summarily. He 
fired them without giving them a Learing, as the 
statute provides.

These men 
were specially trained in the federal service to 
do this kind of work. They were making prog- 
ress. They knew the hard row they had to hoe. 
They knew that conditions were bad at Boonville. 
But they could not have been expected to cure 
overnight an oid condition, hampered as they 
were by lack of funds and trained personnel. 

Then, after a murder was committed at Boon- 
ville, the Governor lost his head. He ousted these 
fine citizens, curtly dismissed Tindall and left 
Sharp no course but to resign. This high-handed 
and totalitarian behavior is not becoming to a 
Governor of Missouri. The state should be proud 
that his intended victims do not intend to take 
it lying down. In taking the matter to court, 
they are defending the honor of public office. 
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In Defense of the American Cat 

The State Department has informed the 
American Feline Society it can take no action on 
a proposal to send 1,000,000 American cats to 
Europe to help halt the scourge of rats. But the 
State Department takes no stock in the theory 
that American cats are sissies and would be no 
match for European rats. 

Nor do we. Have these people who denounce 
the American cat as cowardly and effeminate 
ever heard the fine masculine yowling that goes 
on in the early hours of the morning in the alley 
back of the rear bedroom? Have they ever noted 
the U.S. tomcat’s debonair disregard for a bar- 
rage of shoes or even an pccasional rifle shot? 
Have they ever seen a tomcat treed at the top of 
a fence post, with back arched and claws poised, 
fighting off a whole pack of coon hounds? 

It may be that our cats are a bit. flabby from 
easy living. But there’s nothing wrong that a 
little psychological indoctrination and a few 
turns on the obstacle course wouldn't cure. 
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The Mayor Makes It Clear 


By now, the story of the financial plight of the 
cities of America is as familiar as it is frustrat- 
ing. Yet rarely was it.more clearly told than 
this morning by Mayor Kaufmann in his appear- 
ance before the U. S. Conference of Mayors. 

As late as 1932, he pointed out, cities were 
collecting more revenues than those of the state 
and federal governments combined. But, by 
1941. the Mayor said, federal receipts had gone 
up 313 per cent, those of the states 138 per éent, 
and those of the cities only 24% per cent. 

Since then, inflation got in its ‘hardest licks. 
In 1940, when the Bureau of Labor Statistics’ 
price index stood at 100.2, St. Louis collected 
$22,000,000. By 1947 the B.L.S. figure was up 
to 156.2, but the city’s revenue was only up to 
$27,195,000. Costs had risen 56 per cent while 
municipal income had gone up just 24 per cent. 
Had revenues kept pace with prices, they would 
have been $34,400,000. 

St. Louis and other cities might have avoided 
their current headaches if their taxing power 
were not so severely limited. “State govern- 
ments,” said the Mayor, “have put the cities in 
strait-jackets and curtailed home rule powers to 
the point that the very phrase is meaningless.” 

Following the example of Washington, the 
states have reserved for themselves the most 
flexible source of revenue, the income tax. They 
have gone even further in imposing sales taxes. 
Collections from those sources go up and down 
with the economic barometer. Real estate and 
nuisance taxes lack the same flexibility. 

The answer jis obvious: The cities must be 


allowed to avail themselves of more flexible , 


revenue producers. The Missouri Legislature, 
to be specific, should permit St. Louis to levy a 
graduated income or carnings tax. 
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Tydings’ Double Standard 


Senator Tydings demands a public grilling of 
E. T. Maynard, the Chicago trader who made 
$200,000 by selling wheat short in the price 
break, but does not want to take this course with 
Senator Elmer Thomas of Oklahoma, who specu- 
lated in “commodities while he was chairman of 
the Senate Agriculture Committee. “I see no 
reason for a public hearing in this matter,” says 
Senator Tydings, “because we have all the facts 
and they tally with his bank accounts.” 

This somewhat resembles Senator Tydings’ 
conduct when a Senate committee was inquiring 
into the fitness of Edwin W. Pauley to be Under 
Secretary of the Navy. The Senator constituted 
himself virtually “counsel for the defense” and 
tried to make it as easy as possible for Pauley. 
He proposes now, in effect, to allow a fellow- 
Senator an easier standard than a private specu- 
lator, when a Senator should actually be under 
a sterner standard. 

The purpose is to remove the Thomas scandal 
from public attention as soon as possible. Instead 
of being buried, it should be kept before public 
notice until Thomas gets the stiff censure he de- 
serves and, more important, until Congress adopts 
rules to deter members from using their votes 
and influence to fatten their private fortunes,

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Berlin’s Winter of Woe

The first snow came to Berlin in late No- 
vember, but it melted quickly and it wasn’t 
untilsthe first hard frost a few days later 
that winter really seemed to settle in the 
bones of the tumble-down city. Then, Ber- 
lin’s battered joints stiffened and its pace 
slowed ominously until, suddenly, nearly 
everyone was cold and afraid. This one, 
they told themselves, is going to be the 
worst winter of all. 


Berliners guessed right. There is as much 
food now as there was last winter, and 
But there is 
little hope any longer that things are ac- 
tually going to get better, and people have 
been steadily weakened by chronic cold and 
hunger to the point where they are far less 
able to endure anather winter, either physi- 
cally or mentally, 


, Chronic hunger has taken the worst toll. 
n many cases, otherwise normal Berliners 
have skidded mentally through a lack of 
food until their sense of discrimination is 
fuzzy, their objectivity largely gone, their 
reactions dangerously slow. Crossing streets, 
they are easily confused and frequently 
wander uncertainly into the paths of on- 
coming automobiles, or, worse yet, stand 
fatally entranced in the swirl of traffic, 
paralyzed with fear and indecision, 


Generation of Incompetents? 


Industrial accidents have skyrocketed. In 
1938, with industry in. Berlin going at top 
speed, there were 1867 fatal accidents, In 
1946, the last year for which complete fig- 
ures are available, there were 5342 indus- 
trial fatalities in Berlin, and those with 
less than 15 per cent of the 193. factories 
even operating. 


An accountant confessed that he was fre- 
quently baffled. by simple columns of fig- 
ures and that a problem in simple addi- 
tion or subtraction often seemed like an 
advanced exercise in calculus, An optician 
complained that he could no longer muster 
enough concentration even to be sure of 
making the correct change in eyeglasses 
for his customers, Teachers in Berlin schools 
find they have to hammer constantly at 
their pupils to make them think, “It is not 
inconceivable,” a doctor said recently, “that 
a whole generation of mental incompetents 
is being spawned in Berlin.” 

Since the quality and quantity of food 
available has a direct bearing on the in- 
cidence of tuberculosis, it is hardly surpris- 


ing that there are at least 12,000 persons in 


Berlin with “open” T.B. Each open victim, 
according to generally accepted medical 
statistics, will infect 10 new persons in a 
year’s time. 


Espionage for Food 


Fuel is another problem. Last year, peo- 
ple tore the seats out of subway trains and 
dug up coffins from cemeteries to get wood, 
and this year the situation is almost as 
desperate, although the fuel ration has been 
increased slightly. Unfortunately, nearly 
every home in Berlin suffered some war 
damage, and even a normal prewar supply 
of fuel now would not be enough with 
which to keep warm in, say, a house with- 
out windows.

Most of them are interested only 
in the extra rations that go with their jobs. 


The Faithless Russians 


Were it not for the fact that it is some- 
what disillusioning to find the Russians, 
particularly, entertaining such a monumen- 
tal distrust of everyone else in Berlin, the 
spying that goes on might be even funnier 
than it already is. Actually, it is intended 
to be a Wery solemn business, but the at- 
tempts at intrigue so far have fizzled into 
a grimly pathetic comedy of errors that 
no Hollywood B picture would portray. 


Not so funny, however, are the mysteri- - 


ous disappearances of Berliners from their 
homes or offices,. More than 5000 members 
of the SPD party, the Communists’ strong- 
est opposition, have been whisked off into 
the Russian zone and nothing more has 
been heard from them. Germans working 
in American offices periodically disappear. 


Unfortunately, they can expect little pro- 
tection from Berlin police, who, under a 
rather complicated arrangement, are head- 
ed by Paul Margraf, an erstwhile soldier 
of fortune who was captured by the Rus- 
sians at Stalingrad and spent part of the 
war in Moscow, 


Even the Police Steal 


The Americans, British and French all 
would like to be rid of Margraf, who has 
already been presented with a stinging vote 
of no confidence by the city assembly, but 
there is a powerful joker in the Berlin city 
constitution that permits the Russians to 
exercise their familiar veto in the Kom- 
mandatura, the quadripartite control au- 


- thority for Berlin. 


The whole police force, in fact, is cor- 
rupt, and Berlin policemen, to judge from 
the roster at the Ringstrasse Jail, com- 
prise some of the most active thieves in 
the city. 

From the humanitarian point of view, it 
is impossible not to be in sympathy with 
the plight of the hungry, cold Berliner. But 
unfortunately, it is not quite so easy to 
feel sorry for someone who obviously feels 
sorrier for himself than you do.

Unsatisfied demand is still great 
for everything produced by indus- 
try and the farmer, Income re- 
mains, up to the present moment, 
at a phenomenally high level and 
unemployment is correspondingly 
low. There is a vast store of 
public. projects that are essential 
and they can be pushed when and 
if prices drop on necessary mate- 
rials. 


If the break proves to be no 
‘more than a “corrective reces- 
sion,” then it will be a healthy 
thing. Lower prices ‘would mean 
a far healthier economy. Prices 
fare particularly important in re- 
lation to housing. Should building 
prices go on climbing, then pro- 
spective buyers will be forced out 
of the market, no matter how des- 
perate their need for a place to 
live. This one factor alone might 
decide whether it is to be reces- 
sion or depression. 

The third round of wage in- 
creases is equally important. Most 
union leaders indicated at the 
beginning of the break that they 
would go through with their de- 
mands. But if in four or five 
weeks there is a real reflection of 
the break in the cost of living, 
perhaps better sense will prevail. 
The pent-up demand from the 
rank and file of trade unionists 
might be satisfied with long-term 
gains in pension plans and paid 
vacations.

Phil Harris Show: 
Mystifying Success

NEW YORK, Feb. 17. 


VERY so often in a spirit of morbid curiosity 
E I feel impelied to return to the Phil Harris 
show (N.B.C., 6::30 p.m. C.8.T. Sundays), one 


of the most mystifying successes in all radio. It

The Harris show is a particularly irritating 
example of radio’s exasperating immutability, 
because Harris is a very funny fellow indeed and 
could quite easily be head man in a good comedy 
show. As I guess everyone knows by now, Har- 
ris is refreshingly innocent of all textbook knowl- 
edge and scandalously well-informed on the lam- 
entable but pleasant aspects of civilization— 
biondes, horses and pool rooms. He's brash, 
breezy and wolfish.

WITH SUCH a collection of qualities, it seems 
totally implausible that he should be married at 
all. Nevertheless, on this show he is not only 
married but imbedded in matrimony to the ears, 
There is nothing implicit about the connubial 
bliss of Alice Faye and Phil Harris either; it is 
all too vividly explicit. Their love affair is easily 
the most public romance since Douglas Fairbanks 
married Mary Pickford in 1920 as newsree] cam- 
eras turned and millions wept happy tears. . 

“You blonde, beautiful bundle of dynamite,” 
shouts Harris to Miss Faye, “put your arms 
around me and tell me how much you love me!” 
‘This is followed by a kiss excruciatingly audible 
to millions and millions of married listeners who 
must stare at their loudspeakers in some disbe- 
lief, wondering how this flame of intense though 
licit carnality could possibly have continued to 
burn so brightly after seven long years of 
marriage. |

MOST MARRIED FOLKS of my acquaintance 
pause occasionally in their love-making to discuss 
the kitchen screen door that sticks or the leaky 
faucet in the upstairs bathroom, or the radiator 
that bangs. Not the Harrises. They can't leave 
off clutching one another for so much as an in- 
stant. It's nice to know that such a passion 
exists undiminished by the routine activites of 
matrimony, but it’s a little unnerving to find it 
in your living room. I feel uncomfortably like an 
eavesdropper. 

The writers don't seem to know what to do 
with Miss Faye. She's mild, low-voiced, colorless 
and—if this phrase is permissible in radio—al- 
most invisible. Occasionally she is required to be 
sarcastic and she performs this unpleasant chore 
almost apologetically. She sings innocuously, not 
unpleasantly but not, on the other hand, with any 
distinction at all.

THERE WAS a time when the Harrises spent 
much of their half hour each Sunday with their 
two small ls (or rather two . all actresses 
who impersofiated the Harris children) and this 
interlude was ¢ven more painful than the love- 
making already noted.

Harris seems happiest and his own carefree 
self only when he gets out of the house away 
from the embraces of Miss Faye and in the com- 
pany of Frankie Remiey, a character as uncouth 
and untrammeled by formal] education as himself.

AS A SINGER, Phil Harris has possibly the 
most limited repertoire in concert circles, consist- 
ing, as I figure it, of about three songs. One is 
his classic about poker; another is his paean of 
praise to the South, and the third, a recent addi- 
tion, concerns the disadvantages of civilization. 
Within this narrow field. he is all by himself. No 
one else can spit out so many words so rapidly 
and with such menacing self-confidence. Robert

The level of taste on the Harris show is not 
high. (“My sister is very distinguished looking. 
She has a mustache.”) If Ihhad the management 
of the Harris show, a number of changes would 
be made. Miss Faye would be returned with 
thanks to the motion pictufe industry, where at 
least you could look at her. The locale of the 
show would be switched from Hollywood to 
Broadway, where Harris indisputably belongs. 
And some intimations of good taste would be in- 
terjected here and there. Not enough to extin- 
guish Harris. Just enough to curb him.

Of Ulcers Is 


Important 
By C. A. Dean, M.D. 


EPTIC ulcer denotes one of 

two kinds of ulcers, either gas- 

tric (in the stomach) or duo- 
denal (in the upper part of the 
small intestine). ose in the stom- 
ach are more important than the 
ones which occur in the small 
intestine. Also, the location 
of the ulcer in the stomach is 
important, because ulcers in cer- 
tain areas in the stomach are 
more likely to undergo cancerous 
changes. Ulcers in the small in- 
testines rarely undergo cancerous 
changes. A thorough study is in- 
dicated in each case. 


Question: What is the cause 
of a stomach ulcer? 

Answér: The cause of peptic ul- 
cers is not known. It is recog- 
nized, however, that certain types 
of individuals are more prone to 
ulcers than others, for these ul- 
cers seem to appear much more 
frequently in high-strung, nervous, 
and emotional individuals than in 
the more steady and stable type. 
It is commonly believed that the 
cause is a lack of balance between

HERE is no doubt, in my mind 
at any rate, that somewhere on 
this earth there is a definite 
place for rats and mice. Frankly, 
however, that place is not in your 
home—or even mine, 

The best way to handle the rat 
and, mice problem is to keep them 
out of the house. This little task 
may be accomplished by filling 
any holes or large cracks in walls 
or foundations with something in- 
digestible like concrete and keep- 
ing all other openings such as 
windows covered with screens. 
These are fine suggestions, but 
they don’t do much good if the 
rodents are already established 
and paying their share of the rent. 

Some dogs and cats are good 
ratters and mousers, but some just 
aren't worth a nickel, Traps some- 
times give good results if the mice 
and rats are a little slow on the 
up-take, Traps, by the way, should 
be placed against walls and other 
places where you think rodents 
might meander. Cereals make 
pretty good bait for traps and it 
won't hurt to sprinkle a little 
around the lures. Poisons often 
do the trick and here you have 


quite a selection. Some poisons 
are as dangerous to humans and 
domestic animals as they are to 
rats and mice, and therefore 
should be used with the utmost 
caution. Other poisons are tough 
on rodents, but are not too bad for 
the rest of the household, In any 
case, leave the poisoned bait in 
locations where rodents tend to 
gather and make sure to dispose 
of all bait that was not consumed 
by your little visitors,

Expedition in British East Africa 


Group That Will Explore the Interior Puts in at Zanzibar: and Dar-es-Salaam 


By James Powers 


A Special Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
ZANZIBAR, British East 
Africa. 
FOUND :a link in Zanzibar be- 
tween the great American re- 
porter, H. M. Stanley, and my- 
self, the obscure American 


reporter. 
Stanley’s representative in Zan- 


.gibar in 1877 when -he organized 


the expedition to find Livingstone 
was Smith MacKenzie and Co— 
the same agent that today repre- 
sents the steamship line on which 
our expedition is traveling. 

I saw at the firm’s office the 
record of the boys hired by Stan- 
ley to mount his expedition into 
what was then the very dark con- 
tinent in an effort to discover if 
David Livingstone, the mission- 
ary, still lived or had vanished 
forever in the jungle. 

Stanley found his man, of 
course, and the New York Herald 
had one of the great stories of 
modern history and an immortal 
phrase was coined when the re- 
porter greeted Livingstone with a 
classic sentence of understate- 
ment. He said: 

“Dr. Livingstone, I presume?” 
and recorded the statement in his 
story. 

Most of Smith MacKenzie’s rec- 
ords have been sent to London 
but I saw one that recorded the 
names of some of: the 620 natives 
that Stanley hired. Their wages, 
according to the fading record, 
show that Stanley paid his top 
boy $14 a month and others down 
to $5 a month, 

Stanley was an honored guest of 
the ruli sultan, an experience 
on which we part company. 

He did business at the same of- 
fices which I visited. There could 

no more vivid contrast than 
the way in which Stanley probed 
Africa and the manner in which 
the Gatti-Hallicrafters expedition 
to the mountaing of the moon will 
travel. 

Stanley’s huge army of natives 
and our small party represents 
perfectly the mechanization of the 
world in the 70 years since he was 
here. 

Where Stanley required more 
than 600 boys, we probably shall 
have 20 or less. The difference is 
mechanized equipment.” We have 
three house and three camp trail- 
ers which eliminates the need of 
tent boys and countless others 
once necessary to carry equip- 
ment. The same is true of our 
trucks which exclude the need for 
scores of porters. 

When Stanley got his great 
story he must almost have burst 
with the knowledge that he was

sitting on one of the top stories in 
the world and there was no way 
to get it out of the interior but by 
runner. 

We shal] have short wave radio 
communication with amateur op- 
erators throughout the world be- 
cause of the elaborate radio equip- 
ment in our “mobile shack,” one 
half of a specially designed trailer. 
There are no photographs to illus- 
trate the dramatic meeting be- 
tween Stanley and Livingstone. 
We have several movie and sever- 
al still cameras and a mobile pho- 
tographic laboratory where sstill 
photos may be developed instantly. 

This expedition;could even have 
recorded for all’ time the imper- 
ishable four words Stanley ad- 
dressed to Livingstone. We have 
the most modern sound equip- 
ment, some of it to be used in 
Africa for the first time. 

Earlier this month, we saw a 
beautiful sight when we put in at 
the port of Dar-es-Salaam. This 
was tropical Africa. Palm trees 
and mango trees fringed a beach 
washed by gentle waves. In the 
background was sleepy colonial 


architecture, and dominating the 


harbor was a massive Catholic 
cathedral. 

Dar-es-Salaam, which means in 
Arabic “House of Salvation,” is 
the capital of Tanganyika, a Ger- 
man territory before World War 
One and now mandated to the 
British. It was the fourth stop in 
Africa for our expedition and the 
first one in the country through 
which we will be on Safari for the 
next six months.

is further north, in Kenya 

colony, but we will immedi- 
ately cut back in Tanganyika for 
our first big project, the assault 
on Mount Kilimanjaro, the 19,780- 
foot mountain that is the highest 
in Africa. 

The African pilgriman on which 
we are traveling, arrived off Dar- 
es-SSalaam at night. We were 
guided into the harbor the next 
morning. It is one of the best in 
East Africa. In the entrance to 
the harbor is a sunken German 
floating dock.

Most of the natives in Dar-es- 
Salaam are Mohammedan since 
it was the Arabs who were the 
principal traders and colonizers 
here before the European nations 
took over. Almost all the men 
wear fez-like hats. The women 
wear a black cover-all draped over 
their heads and face but under- 
neath you can see brilliantly col- 
ored calico with red or orange de- 
signs occasionally. 

The city has a European popu- 
lation of about 1200 with 35,000 
other persons, either Indian or na- 
tive. The Indians seem to domi- 


nate the commercial life of the 
city, doing clerical work in the 
banks or other offices and in gov- 
ernment departments, 

Here the difference between a 
self-governing, prosperous domin- 
ion such as South Africa, and a 
territory of the financially be- 
leaguered British Empire, was 
immediately apparent. 


Luxuries, such as cigarettes and 
liquor, were more expensive and 
in some cases, scarcer. But the 
people were every bit as hospitable 
as we have found elsewhere. 
Wherever we have been we have 
been overwhelmed with kindness 
and thoughtful favors.

Replace “con- 
genial” with congenital, “existing 
at or dating from birth,” and the 
caption will make sense. 


Headline from an Indiana daily: 
“Russia and France Expel Each’s 
Repatriation Bodies." Use of 
“each’s” as a possessive pronoun is 
as weird an invention as I have 
seen for many a moon, Of course 
the headline writer intended it as 
the contraction of “each other's.” 
But obviously there can be no 
such contraction. 


From a Washington political 
column: “Wallace’s unmerry fig- 
ure will cause the holiday candles 
to flicker shadowly.” I’ve seen 
candles flicker fitfully, brightly, 
waveringly.

WEETBREADS are those in- 
teresting ductless glands in ver- 
tebrate animals more technical- 
ly known as the thymus. As these 
animals develop into adults, these 
glands begin to disappear.

‘Broiled Sweetbreads. 


One pound sweetbreads, one 
teaspoon salt, one tablespoon vine- 
gar, three tablespoons butter, one 
teaspoon grated onion, salt, pep- 


Wash the sweetbreads carefully 
in cold water and remove any 
clotted blood and as much of the 
loose membrane as possible with- 
out breaking them, . Cover with 
one quart cold water, add salt and 
vinegar, Cover, heat just to boil- 
ing, reduce heat to simmering and 
cook for 15 minutes. Drain and 
cover with cold water, and remove 
rest of remaining membrane. Use 
fingers to separate each large 
sweetbread into as nearly equal 
sized lobes as possible. A heart 
sweetbread weighs from two to 
three ounces. A pair (heart and 
throat) weigh around four ounces. 
Melt butter, add grated onion, Dip 
sweetbread lobes in this butter 

lay on broiler rack. Have broiler 
set at 550 degrees F.. and the rack 
placed three inches below heat. 
Sprinkle lightly with salt d 
pepper and broil until top is golden 
brown, Turn over, brush again 
with melted butter, salt and pep- 
per and broil till of desired color. 


Serve immediately with tartar 
sauce, Four servings.
